THE VANCOUVER ASSEMBLY AND UNION. 


A few months ago the question of a anion of 
these Colonies was freely disctysed inthe Legis- 
lative Assetibly of Vancouvex Tsland. But 
upon that odcasion some were lukewarm while 
others showed a decided opposition ty the ‘mea- 
sure, and -tlié result was that it miscarried 
Strange as it may seem, and unparliamentary as 
it undoubtedly is, the question has been reviv- 
ed during the same session. Although there 
still exists in/that House diversity of opinion as 


‘+ to the modus pperandi, yet there is, this time, a 


wonderfal.unanimity'as to the: desirability—per- 
haps necessity would be the better term—of'some 
sort of union br connection by which they could 
get a finger in our treasury, On the 8rd inst., 


~in Committee of the Whole upon the Supplies, 


Dr. Helmceken introduced a series of Resolutions 
embodied in the form of an address to the Gover- 
nor. Mr. Young took exception to the tenor of 
these and moved a resolution of -his own, in re- 
spect to which Mr. Helmckin remarked that the. 
difference between the two was much the same 
as the difference between “tweedle-dum: and 
tweedle-dee,” The House appeared to be mach 
of the same. way of thinking, and passed those 
introduced by the Speaker. These resolutions 
set out by argning that the revenue and popula- 
tion of the Island are not such as would justify 
the payment of a Civil List of £27,000, that the 
Crown Lands are not worth the money, and

Poverty and impudence were never more bean- 
tifally blended than in the character of a certain

swallowed up in the greater, and that they would 
sacrifice their ‘‘ Free Port,” and ultimately lose 
their identity and importance. Just look at the 
real position occupied by these people. Confes- 
sedly too pyor to pay the salary of a Governor, 
with a population little if any over five thousand, 
without resources of any extent or valne, and 
with a revenue amounting to a fraction more 
than one-fifth of our own, they not ‘only insist 
upon being connected with us but presume to 
dictate the terms. And, oh, such terms ! They: ae- 
tually propose) a repetition of the system under 
which the people of this Colony have been writh- 
ing and groaning during the ‘past five years, va- 
ried; however, by some slight uggravations, and 
they cap the climax of their mendicant impudence 
by supplicating the Imperial Government for 
money to builil a residence -for the Governor !

THE 


VICTORIA LEGISLATION. 

Mr. Eprtor,—It is amusing to look at the 
sayings and doings of the Victoria Legislature. 
A few weeks ago they seemed: indifferent to any 
union with British Columbia, concluding, in their 
discussions, that a Free Port for Victoria was to 
them of greater importanee. In discussing their 
Estimates and looking for the Supplies they find 
themselves very shert, and in their dilemma turn 
to the source from whence they have for the last 
five years derived their principal support, viz., 
British Columbia. | From all that I can make out 
they do not rejoice at the prospect of us being 
allowed to legislate for and manage our own 
affairs, but would rather see us crushed with the 
iron heel of oppression which has. for the past 
five. years ground us down lower than the Rus- 
sian serfs. It seems with all their boasted com- 
mercial and other advantages that after five years 
of uninterrupted plonder of British Columbia 
they are still too poor to maintain a proper gov- 
ernment official staff, and are doing their best to 
have the present regime here to continue in mak- 
ing us contribute two thirds of the salaries for 
their Governor, Secretary, Surveyor and Audi- 
tor. Now it may seem all right in the minds of 
Victorians to make British Columbians pay two 
thirds of the salaries of the above named officials, 


| and I suppose they will be careful to stipulate 


that those functionaries shall reside at Victoria 
and spend those sums there, and, in addition, 
make us pay for office rent, &c., besides the in- 
convenience and expense of going down to Vic- 
toria every time we may have any business to 
do with those offices or departments. Now they 
must think we are very good natured to allow 
anything of the sort; we have had enough of 
this kind of work for the past five years, and 
we neither want it nor will we put up with it 
any longer. We ould say to.the Victorians 
that the British Columbians never wanted any 
kind of a union either in part or whole with Vic- 
toria ; and for the information of those wiseacres 
we will tell them kindly to mind their own affairs. 
When we want 8 union we will let them know. 
For the present we wish at least to have five years 
of self government. We want to try onr hand 
at legisisting for ourselves. We want a whole 
Governsr, Secretary, Surveyor and Auditor of 
our cva; we have had a simall share of those 
ger’: omen, and a sorrowful share indeed for the 
paw five years for British Columbia. In legislat- 
i, for ourselves we can frame a Tariff that will 
tevolutionize the whole state of things commer- 
cially in this Colony. And why should we not 
have the privilege of doing so? We do not 
wish to legislate fur Victoria ; we will simply 
leave her alone with al! her advantages. .We 
will neither ask for assistance from her nor the 
Home Government to psy onr Governor ; all 
that we ask is to be left alune to govern ourselves. 
We ask for Britons’ rights to govern or manage 
our own affairs. |Should this be denied us? If 
we get our rights British Columbia will rise and 
prosper in spite of all the tyranny and. oppres- 
sion which has so long ground us down into the 
dust. We would, for the benefit of our sapient 
Acting Colonial Secretary, reeord our conviction 
that it would not be to the “ substantial interest 
of this Colony that one Governor should preside 
over the two Colonies.” This disastrous’ policy 
has continued long enough for British Columbia, 
and I have no doubt when it is removed Ichabod 
may be written upon Victoria. Let me say 
again to the Legislative Assembly of Vancouver 
Island, attend strictly to your own business and 
you shall have our best wishes.

IMPROVEMENT OF HARRISON RAPIDS. 
To the Editor of the British Columbian. 

Sin,—A portion at least of the people of this 
Colony would like to know whether the Gov- 
ernment ever intend improving the navigation of 
Harrison Rapids. It is true they did once make 
an attempt, but steamboat men say théy only 
made it worse. Whether this be altogether true 
the writer is not prepared to say ; but of this he 
is pretty certain, that the delay and/hambug en- 
tailed upon the Dougias-Lillovet.commerce at 
these rapids is an insufferable nhisance which 
would not be endured as long as it har in any 
other country excepting British/Columbia. 

Various plans have been suggested for the 
improvement of these rapids/ and perhaps it may 
not be altogether out of place to mention a few 
of .them here. There is a monntain torrent falling 
into the Harrisun near the head of the rapids on 
the left as you ascend the river, and it is this 
torrent which at certai seasons discharges the 
sand and gravel which forms the chief obstrac- 
tion to navigation. /[t has, therefure, been pro- 
posed to construct # dam so as to confine the 
waters of the Harrison in one channel, and, at 
the same time, cut off the stream alluded to from 
said channel. There is very little doubt that a 
dam so constructed would answer the purpose, 
but I fear the cost of the work would be a seri- 
ous difficulty, ds the dam in question would have 
to be fully three-quarters of a mile in length. 

A second plan is to build a dam across the 
Harrison a little above its junction with the Fra- 
ser, just high enongh to give sufficient depth of 
water on the rapids at low water. - It is thought 
that this can be accomplished and have the dam 
low enough to admit of vessels passing over it 
during high water. The writer suggested this 
scheme some three or four years ago to a promi- 
nent steamboat man, but was only pooh-puohed 
for his pains ; but I am still, nevertheless, of 
opinion that this is not only the cheapest bat the 
best plan that can be adopted under present cir- 
cumstances. Eventually, should this Colony 
become & “‘ permanent institution,” which some 
people take. peculiar delight in doubting, the 
dam could easily be converted into a Lock, en- 
abling vessels to pass through at all seasons of 

ar. 
at third and last mode which I shall now 
mention is, instead of going up Harrison River, 
to go up the Fraser to a point opposite the lower 
end of Harrison Lake and ran a tramway across, 
thus getting rid of the rapids altogether. These, 
sir, are a few of the most feasible plans which 
have been suggested for the removal of this long 
standing cause of complaint. But whether or 
not any of these should be acted upon surely it 
is high time for the Government to do something 
in the matter. It is of no use saying the traffic 
will all go by the Yale route next season. That 
has been the cry ever since both routes existed; 
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but still, some how or other, the lion’s share has 
always come this way, And the reason of this 
is easily explained. The Donglas-Lillooet route 
possesses natural advantages over all others 
which it would be'simply ‘absurd to deny.

Russian Gexpoats.—The France states that 
the Russian Adiniralty are at present building 
two hundred gunboats, plated with iron, on a 
new model. They are not to draw more than 
four or six inches of water, and may consequent- 
ly serve in shallow places. Such boats are re- 
atded by the Russian Admiralty as very useful 
for the defence of Cronstadt, of which the works 
are surrounded by gronps of rocks’ which render 
the approach very difficult for ships drawing
